TO THE PUBLIC. 

My recent removal from the honourable 
office ot Adjutant General of this state 
conatrains me in justice to myself, my 
family, aud friends, (o publish a concise 
and plain statement of facts. ^ 

After having been for seventeen years 
in the military service of the United Stales 
and. of this state, and, as I trust, hawing 
discharged my duty with fidelity, it hu 
been the pleasure of his Excellency, Gov¬ 
ernor Tompkins, and the counoil ol ap¬ 
pointment, to remove me from office, not¬ 
withstanding his repeated declarations of 
unqualified approbation of toy official con¬ 
duct 

At the age of eighteen yenrs, I was ap¬ 
pointed a Cordet in the squadron of cavalry 
in the army commanded by Majoi General 
Anthony Wayne. At twenty I waa pro¬ 
moted to the command of a troop. In the 
action of 20th August, 1794; after lha 
commanding officer of that corps fell, tbo 
command devolved on me. How I acquit¬ 
ted myself, the dispatches from General 
Wayne to the war-department bear ample 
testimony. On that occasion, l received 
a wound through my lunga, which was 
considered, at first, by tbe surgeons of the 
army, to be mortal, but which my youth 
and stroog constitution surmounted. When 
the conduct of France towards this country 
made it necessary to augment the army, 
and when the Father of his country, the 
immortal Washington, was again called 
upon to place himself at its head, he sent 
for me; hnd, in the presence of Generals 
Hamilton and Pinckney, questioned me 
about the state of,my wound, aod aooa 
after 1 was appointed a Major of cavalry. 
When tbe army was reduced, I received, 
under the administration of that great ana 
good rosa. Governor Jay, the appointment 
of Adjutant-General of the militia of this 
state. When Mr Jay was succeeded by 
Governor Clinton, ano when almost every 
Federalist was Swept from office by (bat 
council, of which De Witt Clinton, and 
tbe honorable Jndge Spencer were mem¬ 
bers, I was left undisturbed. This did not 
arise from any solicitation on my part, bat 
from the honorable resistance of Gov. 
Clinton against my removal, who ihformed 
me that a petition for that purpose bid 
been put into the bands of John C. Hogeo- 
nora, then a member of the council. I call¬ 
ed on Mr. H. and after communicat¬ 
ing to him the information 1 had received, 
and the channel through which it came, hs 
unhesitatiogly shewed me the petition. The 
charge against me was the heinous crime 
of Federalism. I am thus explicit in men¬ 
tioning names, that my enemies may Lava 
an opportunity of contradicting my state¬ 
ment, if it is incorrect. When Gorenor 
Clinton retired from office, he recoromeud-, 
ed me irt Strong terms to his successor, 
as he told ms at the time, and which Gov. 
Lewie afterwards confirmed. How I stood 
with the fatter gentleman, it'is unneces¬ 
sary for roe to state. I have only to re- 
gret, and tbe militia of tbe state will, 1 am 
sure, participate in my regret, that his 
honourable and impartial conduct as the 
governor of the state and not of a parly. 
Was one cause of his failing of a re-elec¬ 
tion.
